This act was passed after the 
Court of Appeals liad decided that 
thaaa hanks bad paid mora than 
thair ' jnat prcq^ion of tha atataa 
revenues under tba old lawrafarr- 
ed to. Tbe refunding was done by 
way of remitting the taxes un 
thaaa baaka laat yaar. 

Tbe aacond raaaon for the in- 
crease is an increase of about $21'2, 
000 in tbe sberiff's revenue for the 
praaant yaar. The per capita for 
tha four years of tba praaant ad* 
ministration has been as follows: 
In 1900 it was$2.4o; in I'KJl. 2.50; 
in 1902, 2.32; in 1«.I03. 2.()0. If 
tha Btata bank tax mattar had not 
affaotad tba situation laat yaar tba 
par capita for the four years w(nil(l 
have been as nearly uniform as it 
ia poaaibia to maka it, made up in 
ptrt as it is by oartaia fnnda that 
fluctuate from year to year 

Tbe difference between ti.e high 
aatand tba lowaat for tbe four 
yaara iaottly SSoanta. Daring tba 
Republican administratioii the 
per capita fluctuated from 12 l'O, 
tba amoant paid in 1H1>«'*, aud 1»*.>7 
to $2.10, tha amoant paid in 1899. 

It will ba ramambarad that by 
holding tba per capita down to 
12.20 in 1U% and IbMl and to $2.. 
80 io 1896, a tramaadoai aurplui 
wascraatad, anabling tba Super, 
intendent of Public Instruction 
to daclara a much higher per oap- 
iU in 1899 than tbe revenues of 
tha yaar jaatifiad. 

Dor ag tha four years of the 
Democratic administration the per 
capita baa averaged (eleven and 
thraa qaartar cants higher than 
dariag tba Bapabllean administra 
tioa praoading. 

Tbii difference of eleven and 
tbrea-quartar cants, in tbe average 
par capita haa mada an incraasa of 
nbout |8«),00() annually in the 
amount paid th** teachtifH <>{ the 
state, aside from tbe question of 
kaaping tha par capita mora near- 
ly aoiform, and paying to tbe ten 
ohara of aaoh yaar tha monay due 
tham.

It ia aasumed that 
yoad«tir»tokBowthaliTe bifda, 
tbair names, their habita and tbair 
8oni,'8. and that you desire to re 
cord wliat you may learn that oth 
era may ahara yoor pleaaure and 
knowledge. 

The first requisite to the siu 
cessfui study of birds, without a 
gun, is a note book; the second, a 
Held or opara glaaa; tbt third, a 
book of reference. With these 
^ and a little enthusiasm and love 
for o'jt of doore, you are equipped 
for laaraing tba namea of most of 
our birds, and roaob of tbair bab. 
ita and peculiarities 

The note book may be <,{ any 
cooveoiant aiza and form; what 
goaa in it ia of vaatly mora impor 
tanca than tha kind of book. The 
book ahonid be attai bed tottie per 
sou and a pencil attac hed to the 
book. A good field or opera glass 
ia an eaaential reqnitita; ooa witii 
iii^'h maynifying power is neces- 
bHry^jnd a large tiel.l is to K,. ,|e. 
aired. The gfaas should be atla. h- 
ed to the paraon inaaoh a manner 
t!iHt iKitebook and glaaa may t,e 
quickly, and with as little move- 
ment as poaaible. substitute one 
for the other. For identifying 
new birda deaoriptive bianka are 
of great adviiatage These blanks 
may be procured from dealara or 
made by yonnaH.

Hating the eqaipmant, the ti me 

to l)egin the study may next l>e 
considered (ieuerallv speaking,; 
winter time ia th« batt and spring > 
time the worst time to begin. Du- 
ring the winter tliere are hut fow 
thirds to became acquainted with. 
Rod tbair babita are learned dur- 
ing the first aeaaon devoted aari- 
ously to the study: in the spring, 
during the height of migration, 
the great number of birds and 
their oloea relation to each other 
create for the beginner |i confu- 
sion that is apt to be fatal to auo- 
cessfui study 

By learning tha winter birda 
and keeping a doaa lookout foi 
new arrivals they may also be lear- 
ned the tirst season, or oiicli ,<{ 
them aayou may see, and you uiay 
ba able to identify moat of what 
birds are seen until the middle 
April, when the ditily arrivals Ihj 
come too nu ueruus for persons 
with the ordinary laiaure to prop- 
erly note and atndy, and it maybe 
necessary to lot many that yon see 
go over to another season, and 
limy be several more seasons, be- 
fore aatiaftMtorily idaatl f y i n g 
them. 

During the winter midday is the 
best time for making obeervations; 
during other aaaaona the ehrly 
morning houra are best. Biida 
have f>e» n successfully studied by 
invalids, not aJ)Ie to leave the 
liooae; others have used bliudsi 
and allowed tha birda to coma 
within their range of vision, bat 
the great majdrity of observers 
prefer to go to the bird and gat re 
< reation with knowledge. 

In your book note the dale and 
the hour or hours during which 
tlie observations were made, kind 
"f <lay, temperature; whether clenr 
r cloudy, or raining, direction 
and force of the wind. The force 
may be noted as light, fresh, brisk 
Idgh.

first attracted attention to Ihem 
Samples were takcu and analy/i.J. 
The official report of the analysis 
«howe<l the sMiff to i)e •'alum pow. 
dors. ■ composed chiefly (.f alum, 
sulphuric acid and pu.seri/ed 
rock. The powdere were d*>. iared 
dangerous to health and aeTaral 
thousand pounda wert eoBtiaoated 
and deatroyed. 

Hliyaiciane have frequentiy can 
ti oned oonaumera again at roixiug 
food with theee ao called -cheap' 
l»aking powders They are alt 
tound, when analyzed, to cuotain 
large per centagee of alum auvf 
sulphuric arid, to whi.h are 
added varioua sorts of tiiimg 
matter soinetimea both injurious 
and naatv. 

The high ciaae, cream of tartar 
l)aking powders are tU most eco- 
nomical and whoieeonie and they 
should always be eelecte<l for use.
